Natural baits such as mm 


nows, crawfish or a gob of 
worms will attract feeding fish, 
regardless of conditions 
To 


make it even more noticeable 
attach a cork carved into a 
concave shape about two feet 
up from the hook 
When this 


cork and bait are cast, a loud 
"plop" reverberates through 
the water 
This rig can be 


either cast or jigged up and 
down briskly with a long cane

WASHINGTON (AP) - This 


is the holiday season tor most 
Americans, but for the Penta* 
gon's civilian and military lead* 
ers it marks thepafience*strain» 
ing climax to the Io»month proc« 
ess of shaping the enormous des 


feflse budget. 


The pressure is always on to 


economise, but this year the 
pressures are heavier fx>sslbly 
than ever before because of the 
excalatlng costs of the Vietnam 
war, 


The word is out to cut away 


everything that can be pruned. 
The chief casualties will be pro* 
grams and projects that can't 
be justified on grounds they are 
furthering the war effort. 


Even so, the defense budget 


may end up in the neighborhood 
of $75 billion. 


Details of the budget pruning 


are kept secret but some have 
slipped out. There is a move to 
cut back training of Army Na- 
tional 
Guardsmen and Reser- 


vists. A freeze on military con- 
struction 
may continue indefi- 


nietely. And there is talk of 
stretchouts in procurement of 
sonic equipment. 


The budget process begins in 


Mirch when the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff approve their Joint Strate- 
gic Objectives Plan (JSO?\ 


This is basic strategy project- 


ing five years ahead and forms 
a planning guide for developing 
m'lltary forces to m.-et the an- 
ticipated problems of that peri- 
od. 


While drafting the JSOP, the 


chiefs debate their differences 
and compromise their views, 
which are then sont to the secre- 
tary of defense. 


Then 
civilian systems ana- 


lysts prepare "discussion pap- 
ers" covering such major pro- 
gram-: as (he size of missile and 
bomber forces, an'isubmarine 
warfare and the scope of conv- 
entional armaments. 


Tli'? service secretaries and 


the chiefs then receive a preli- 
minary draft of these papers, 
reflecting 
the defense secre- 


tary's tentative decisions. 


Once 
again, 
the 
military 


chiefs are given an opportunity 
to 
comment 
and the civilian 


heads of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force get imtheir vlew.». 


Using computers, the systems 


analysts digest these comments 
and lay the differences 
before 


the defense secretary and his 
top deputy. Other views are 
cranked in from the Pentagon's 
research chief on such matters 
as proposed new weapons. 


This takes until about August, 


and for the next two months the 
defense secretary makes basic 
decisions on programs looking 
ahead five years. 


On Oot. 1, the armed services 


and the various defense agen- 
cies send in their estimates for 
the following year's budget to 
support tlv> strategic objectives 
plan of the joint chiefs. All dur- 
ing the fall, the defense secre- 
tary renders decisions on both 
the year-ahead budget and the 
more 
generalized 
five-year 


plan. 


Between 
Thanksgiving 
and 


mid-December, the defense sec- 
retary and the joint chiefs go to 
see the 
President together to 


hash out remaining differences. 


It is here that generals and 


admirals who head the services 
hive an opportunity to express 
their 
reservations 
anil argu- 


ments directly to the President 
in (he presence of the defense 
secretary. Such a m fling was 
held at the White H ouse on Dec. 
•1.

Viral h e p a t i t i s is now 


thought to be our most com- 
mon communicable disease. 
Although the number of cases 
of measles was greater in 
1965,

knocked it right out of first 
place. But, even in 1965, it 
was estimated that 30 un- 
detected cases of viral hepa- 
titis occurred for every one 
that was diagnosed as such.

makes death from lung cancer 
more common In the city than 
the country, but It's not smog, a 
team of state health scientists 
reports. 


Tlie conclusion was based on 


results of a nine-year study of 
almost 70,000 Callfornians. 


"Although smog is known to 


have serious adverse health ef- 
fects, it Is not a causative factor 
in 
lung cancer," state Health 


Director Leslie Breslow told a 
news conference Wednesday.

of a study launched in 1958 to

if California's smog 


may be a factor In the higher 
rat • of lung cancer deaths in 
cities than in rural regions. 


Although Los Angeles lias the 


state's worst smog, the lung 
cancer death rat" reported In 
the study was lower there than 
in either San Diego or San Fran-

The researchers concentrated 
on those who had lived in the 
state for 15 to 20 years—the pe- 
riod in which smog became a 
major problem In Los Angeles 
and then in other metropolitan 
areas. 


"We would expect an influ- 


ence on lung cancer to show up 
about this time," Breslow said. 
But there was none, he report- 
ed. 


Studies are continuing to find 


out why city residents are more 
likely to get lung cancer than 
their rural counterparts. 


"That 
problem remains un- 


solved," Breslow said.
